One More Fee Enterprise 
That's a big dose of bitter medicine they're brew- 
ing in Washington. We refer to the medical care 
plan for the aged under the Social Security System 
—favored by President Kennedy and backed by or- 
ganized labor. Naturally, this is going to cost us— 
an increase of one-fourth of one per cent in the. 
present social security tax on both employers and 
employees, (What else?) The big idea behind the 
legislation is the belief that our aged persons gen- 
erally are unable to finance their health care . . . 
and that passage of the bill will give them an insured 
lease on life. 
Well, we're hot for health and always will be. 
Our beef is that the figyer filberts of this national 
health insurance scheme are using a wobbly set of 
figures. Just last month, the top-level Federal Coun- 
cil on Aging reported that about 70 per cent of our 
older people own their own homes. The others gen- 
erally live with relatives. Only about 6 per cent live 
in homes for the aged or other institutions. 

Let’s look at a specific example—the great state 
of Indiana. A Hoosier State Commission Agency sur- 
vey reports that 70 per cent of the 440,000 people 
65 or older are able to take care of any and all 
emergency medical bills; 65 per cent are actually 
covered by some form of medical insurance; 30 per 
cent are still gainfully employed. And only 7 per 
cent — some 29, men and women — are being 
taken care gtibg. the state Welfare PpFoxi- 
‘ntiitely 25 jon “dollars is now paid out’in ‘Social 
Security benefits each ‘month in Indiana. 

Our senior citizens surely love health. They love 
something else, too—freedom. Let's let 'em keep it.
